I haue bin diuers times incited by my friends, among(t the reſt 
by ſome Aldermen of D#6/zy, to write an eApology (as they tear- 
med it)wherby to ſatiſhe ſomecittizens & others,thatwere much 
offended with my booke intituled. e4 New deſcription of Ireland, 

I thinke their meaning was, they would haue had me to have 
written a Rewocation, of ſome ſuch thinges, which ( as they ſayd) 
were not ſo probable as reprehending. 

I haue at their requeſtesindeuoured both, I haue acknowled- 
geda Renocation of (uch vuerlightes as through ignorance haue 
wn my penne, which in their places (hall be expretled , and I 
1aueagaine ſet down an e Apology in the defence of thoſe truths 
that doe concernethe glory of God, andthe leruice of the king. 

Vpon the peruling whereof, I hopethoſe that neuer ſawwe the 
booke,and yet were drawne to a dilliking againlt it, by lying re- 
portes, will hold themſclues ſatisfied. 

For ſome other that will needes number themſelues amongſt 
thoſe that haue guilty conſciences, if I hane vnawares rubbed 
ypon any hidden fore, it is againſ(t my will, I have done it bur as 
the blindman ſhoots the Crowe, & being but a matterof chance 
medly, I hope Tſhall obtaine a pardon of courſe, and ſo much 
the rather when I proteſt I meant them no harme.

It is now ſome 40, years ago(or there abouts)lince Ihrſt came 
into /reland, [ince which time, it isnot vaknown how many com- 
motions, how many rebellions,how many murthers,how many 
matlacres,how many trealos,& how many reuolts,haue ther bin 
ſet on fuot,& tro time to time colpired plotted & put in excecutio 

It is no nouelties to heare of wars, both turraine & ciuil ſomes 
eimes of rebellions, ſometimes of treaſons. But to haue continu- 
all vprores arcared by ſubiedts againſt their Prince, to haue trea- 
ſon vpon treafon,rebellion ypon rebellisto be cuery day in aCti- 
on (til in inſurre&ions,on in others neck,it is morethe ordinary 

Subieces haue ſometimes betakenthemlelues to armes,when 
they haue bcen oppretled by tyrannous princes,& although they 
haue no warrant in the worde of God foto doe, but are expreſly 
commaunded to the contrary, yet to tree themſelues from op= 
preſſion, wrong and iniury, they haue ſomecolour tocounte- 
nance their rebellion : but for the Iriſh,what can they alledge for 
their traiterous demeanours agaiult that late gratious Queene of 
famous memory, that gouerned with ſuch mercy and mildenes, 
that if loue and lcnitie might haue mittigated the rigour of cru- 
eltie what did ſhee negleR, that mightnot haue won them to a 
dutifull obedience : if clemency might haue preuailed, with what 
affability did ſhee gouerne fourty and odd yeares: if mercy,pitty 
and compaſlion might haue moued them,what — ng,what 
protetingand whattollerating with oftences:if bounty and libe- 
rality might haue lenified their rebellious diſpolitions, what co- 
eributions, what ſtipends, what pencions, and what dayly payes 
out of her coffers, belides other giftes and prefermentes, bounti= 
fully beſtowed vpon thoſe that came begging and crauing to her 
Court in Englund, and what was hee that was returned backe a- 
gaine without ſome gracious rewarde ?

From whence was it then thatſo many (editions, lo many c6- 
motions, and ſo many rebellions were dayly ſet on foote, and e- 
uery day conſpired, praftited and put in execution, {till one in 


anothers necke, 
Why the world doth know it,they were the praQtiſes of Pa- 


pilts, it is the poylon of the Popes doctrine, that inciteth to ſe- 


ditions, to rebellions, and that ſetteth ſubiectes againſt their S0- 
ueraignes. | 

Itis an Axiome of Theologie, holden and defended by Teſwites 
to murther Princes, and this is holden by their greateſt doctors, 
as Sanders, Parſons, Alline, Stapleton, and diuers others : ſo that 
popiſh religionteacheth, alloweth and detendeth trealons, re- 
bellions, and periuries. 

And looke into their great Bellarmmes writinges, that hath ta- 
kenſuch paines in the behalte of the Pope : and you ſhall tinde 
that his wholl doctrine conlitteth in nothing, but that the Pope 
may degrade Emperonrs, Kinges, Pr:xces,and Potentates,that hee 
may abrogatetheir lawes, way diſpencewith their ſubices for 
their alleadgeance, that they may take armes againſt their So- 
ueraignes, and that they may rebell: ſee heere the iult iudge« 
mentof God, vpon that proude and wicked generation,whome 
hee hath given vpto the mon(trous ſinnes of mucther and trea- 
ſon, the molt hatefull offences, thatthe wickede(t man can co- 
mit, and ſuch linnes, as aboue all other are moſt hated and de- 
teſted, and yet they are maintained, admitted, and vpholden by 
the Pope, and that viperous broade, that be of his generation. 

The papiltes doeſecke to compell but they will not bee com- 
pelled, they grudgeatealie penalties, and at (leight reſtraintes, 
when they themſelues, docexat molt cruell, and vachriſtian= 
like tragedies: what inquiliting,what burning, what murthering 
by hundreds, and by thouſands, without any reſpeR, eyther of

But Papittes will ſay, there is neyther law nor reaſon whereby 
to comp?ll mea againſt cher con{c.ences:butthole that are pro. 
' fetlors of the golpell, if they be caught within the turiſdiction of 
thele Ba/amites, they thail be compelled both again(t their con- 
[cieaces, and azainlt the verity of Gods worde, or tney thall in- 
dure both torine ats, torture, and bitter death it (elte, it thev will 
not denietheir faith, but although Papiltes are accuttomed to 
borrow their precepts,from Turkes and infdels, yet Chriſtian 
Princes doe tetch no preli.lentes from Tyrantes. 

How bet Saiat Argu/twze, a tather molt reuerently receiued 
in the primatiue Ciurch giueth this memorandum : The Doxna- 
tiſtes rather then they would be forced from their vaine fantaſier, ſlewe 
themſelues,yet this aid nothing fray the Church of God from compelling 
them by the r1gour of Princes bawes, without any reſpett of their wilfull 
deſperation, 

Now whither a Chriſtian Prince, isnot alwell tyed in confci- 
ence toreduce his{ubieftes tothetruc knowledge of God, as to 
teach them their obedience towardes himtelte, I wil not diſpute, 
though the holy (criptures doe turniſh vs with lundry prelidents 
making tor that purpoſe, but [oa refuled to gouerne :hole 
that vere not tound 1n the Chriltian faith: for( fayth he ) / that 
ama Chriſtin, can not become your Emperonr , that are the di/ciples 
of Iultan a raunagatefrom Chriſt.

come toan ifſue to make proofe in the matter, they are faine to 
returne a Noz eſt inuentus, 

Thus the people of that Countrey haue beene blinded and 
ledaſtray {ince I haue knowne Jrelande,ans thole leducing fpi- 
rites, their Fryers, their Teluires, and their ignuraunt popiſh 
Pric(tes, vnder a pretence of Religion , leeke nothing elle 
but to hatch vpp and to drawein Rebellion, colouring out all 
their impietics, vnderthe ſhowe of the Catholicketaith, 

By theſe holy pretences, they haue peruerted and miſledd 
a number of good people throughout all the partes of that king- 
dome, andthat of all ſortesand degrees , that without doubt 
would bee bothtraRtableand conformable to the lawes of God 
and the obedience of the Prince: their zeale in this religion 
wherein they are ſo blindly ledd, is an euidence what terucncy 
they would thowe, it their eyes were once opened to beholde 
chelight of the Goſpell, now if the creatures of God are to. bee 
pittied, if there bee any compallion to be had, one Chriſtian to 
an other, who would not commilerate this people that are thus 
carried away to their deſtruction, that are thus blindly ledd in 
darknes, by theſe in{truments of Sathan. 

Theſe thinges conlidered ( though not affying in mine owne 
witt orlcarning ) yetnothing doubting but that there be many 
good people in 7reland, to whom God hath giuenthe ſpirite of 
iudgement and vnder(tanding, for their fakes theretore, and 
further to expretle my good wil and the luue that I bare to that 
Countrey, I indeuoured a Booke, which LIintituled, A fort /wrr- 
ey of Ireland. wherein I plainely diſcouered who it was that had 
not onely blinded thelimple and ignorant ſort, but ailo had [e- 
duced thoſe that tooke vpon them to bee wiſe and learned : In 
which booke I laboured nothing elle, but lo to diſplay the Pope,

uer tothe 1r;/ze, that he mightno longer decetue : and this Idid 
af «ell tor the glory of God, tor the ſeruice of my prince, as for 
the loue that I doe beare toa number of that ccuntry people, to 
whom I doe with, as I doe to my lelfe. 

I was not ignorant, but that ic would be obieted,that I being 
no Churchman,nor had no cure of foules,it would therefore be 
thought a matter impertinent tur me to meddle with, 

But ſay, thatthe Lawe of God and the Law ot nature both, 
doe binde cucry Chriltian,to haue care( not onely of his friend) 
but it hee ſhoulde (ee his enemie, ina dangerous path, that lea- 
deth into that peryll that hee toreſeeth nut, Ilay hee that ſuffe- 
reth his brother ſo toperithe , and willnot call vnto him, and 
giue him warning of che danger, hee is guiltie of his death, and 
his bloude will bee required at his hands that ſoſuttereth him to 
periſh. 

Thus weare taught by the word of God, & thus I am (ure we 
are bound euer, chrittian one tc another. 

It my lines haue nor taken that cttect that I delired,, I haue 
done my good will,and hauecontented my lelte witiithe writing 
of them, knowing mine owne intent , that was onely detirous to 
intice but not tointrapp, and rather purpoled to proitte many, 
then to offend any. 

Th: publithing of this booke, which ( as Thaue ſayd before) 
concerned nothing but a diſcouety of the Pope, became otfen-

arecapableot obedience and diſcipline, it they were not mitle 
led. 

From this Irooke occationto write a ſeconde Booke, the 
which I intituled, 4 New deſcription of Ireland: wherein I haue 
ina more ample manner inveyed agaynlt Popery in generall , 
but not agaynit any one papilt in particular, faumg, that I haue 
a little glanced at adifgrace that was offered vnto me,by ſume 
one or two that to ſhew themſelues to be othcers, {tretched their 
authortitiea little beyonde their boundes, and whereof I coulde 
haue beene well reuenged, it Ihadde bcene but halte ſo maly- 
cious towardes them, as they fliewed themlelues towardes 
me, 

I mult confetle, this diſcourteous dealingwith mee , whet- 
ted melo much the rather, to the writing of that h.,oke, where- 
in I tooke occalion to make manitelt the trutes of the Popes 
rehgion, howe it not onely ſequeſtereth from GOD, and 
all goodnetle, butit is ſo farre contrarie to that Chriſtian 
charitie, which our Poplinges will ſo much bragge of, that 
becliides it ipciteth to ſedytion, and rebellion, it breedeth a 
contempre of thoſe thynges appertayninge torhat moralitte, 
that putceth a ditterence beetweene cul] people and bruit 
beatles, | | 

Weelceit herein [relard, where the very hatred they beare to 
the golpellprotetled by the Ezo/ih, maxeth anumber, that ate 
nut yetreduced to ciluilitie, rather toimOorace tneiraccultomed 
vncleanciines, and torcetayne theamiclucs in their barbarous cu- 
{tomes and inbumane loathſomenes , ratherthen they woulde 
take any example trom the Frolheitner of ciuilitic,or any ma- 
ner of decency. 

Such malice is therein Popery, that it diſpiſeth and nnpug- 
neth the rules and principles,alwell of Chriſtian piet:c, as of hu- 
manelocictic, 

' To conclude,that poore booke intended for his maicitics fer- 
uice eſpecially that is now ſo muchexclayme! at, that they lay is

There is nothing more diltaſttull in thele double dealing 
dayes then the writing ot bookes,elpeciaily if they be of areprc- 
hending humour : toi thele galde backt Jadcs, that liue with 
corrupted conſciences, are lo atraideot rubbing, that they will 
both wynch and kickeat any mail tiiat they thinke woulde but 
touch their feltered lorcs. 

[ haue read an ode author, that ſpeaking of the nature of the 
ſine, will needes perſwade that a hogge ( bya certaine inſtin) 
doth knowe himſeite to bee the molt bruitith,the molt vnproti- 
table, the molt harmetull, and the molt loathed beatt amongſt 
all others, and hauing this wceting of himlelte, tat hee is good 
fornothing, but as the prouerbelayth, 7 1/ he comes to the pot, le 
knoweth likewiſe that men doe ncuer lecke to lay aides of him 
but eyther to hangea yoaxe about his necke, or otlicrwhiles to 
ehrult ringes through his noltrelles, or more likely to kill him 
out right, and this is the caule (ſayth mine author)that the ſwine 
doeſocry and yell (as they are ſcene to doe ) more then any 0+ 
ther Cattel], when they aretaken,or when a man doth but otter 
tolay handesvpon them. 

Anexcellent reſemblance to a vicious man, that knowing his 
owne guilty conſcience,to bee corrupt and wicked,and branded, 
perhaps with ſome loathed detormities, doe thinke that a man 
cannot writenor ſpeake any thing againlt vice or villany, but he 
mult rub him. 

Some of theſe Hoglnges (asit ſhould ſeeme) hauc had the per- 
viallof my lynes, andas Idoe gather by ſome circum{tances, 
haue not onely wrel{ted out matter totheirowne diſcontent, but 
haueſought towhet on others to be as angry as themfelues:;but a 
moneglt the relt of theſe find-faults, that arc fo diſpleated with 


my booke, whatſhould Ifay to him, that inthe preſence and 


hearing ot no letle honorable then the Lord Deputy himlelte, 
would avowe, that booke tobe no better then alibell, that was 
firſt intended for the glory of God, tor the ſeruice of his maic- 
{tie : And that was licenced to the pretle by authoritic, that the 
Kinges maieſtic himſelfe hath pleaſed to pervic, that our grati- 
ous yong Prince, vouchſafed the like, that was dedicated to the 
molt honorable and worthy Earle the Lord high Treaſurer of

England:, and to bee ſhorte, that was buth (eene and permitted 
by the molt of the Lords of his maictties molt honorable coun- 
layle. 

"Nag for him tliat in ſo ſaucy and malipert amanner, woulde 
tearine that to be a libell, that hadde beene thus {urucied and v- 
ucrlookr, did rather argue a minde ouer loaden with malice,and 
a tungue fraughted with lying and (landering,then atly token ey 
ther of wit ur modeltie, 

But as wee are taught, wee mult doe good againlt euill, and 
the rather to ſhowe a charitable diſpolition ; 1will doe as Iam 
eaught, to pray for him, and in no worle language then we bee 
taught inthe Letazy, to pray tor his Maieltics molt honorable 
Counlayle, That it woulde pleaſe G od toindue him with grace, wute 
and vnderſtanaing, | 

But that I am prelled in mine own defenceto make it known 
howe my Booke became to beſo exclaimed at, I woulde omitte 
to ſpeake of one occalion that was oftered at an honeſt Alger- 
mans houle at D«b/yze, who kindly teaſting his neighbours and 
goodfriendes, where a woman( it I may tearme her to bee awo- 
man that hath forgotten to bluth) but ſuch a creature there was 
that amonglt the whol] atlembly , beeganne to picke quarrelles 
both at me and my booke, belying and (laundering both it and 
me, with ſuch talle and vatruereportes, that a number of thole 
that had ncuerſcenethe bookeitlelfe , belecued all ro beetrue 
that thee reported : And being thus caryed irom hand tohand 
I was broughtinto a generall obloquie throughout the whol ci- 
tie of Deblyne, but eſpecially amongelt the citizens wives , a- 
mongſt thewhich there bee a number of graue, wile, and lober 
women, that I haue cuer eſteemed and helde in reuerent regard 
but we {ee the malice of a wicked woman will ſeexe reuenge , if 
it bee but on a dogge , but what ſhould: I ſay to this womanne 
reporter, that in ſome reſpectes I coulde relembleto nothyn 
morelike then to a Pipe of 7abacco: and let hergoetor {moake, 
fortitude doth ſhew it ſelfe more worthy in luttering thenin do- 
ing wrong, 
| Iaſonthe Theſſalian, becing atlayled and wounded by amene- 
mie who hadde an intent to haue {tabbed him, hadde an impo- 
ſtumation opened, which ſaued his lite; ſo the [tab of diſgrace 
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That Booke 


that is offered by an enemie, may ſerueto cure & heale ourneg- 
lee and hidden infirmit'es, 

A wiſe 1nanne may make great profite, by thereportes of his 
molt malicious enemies, who diſcouering his impertetions, 
may learne thereby to mende his faults: but this argueth our vile 
corruption, when our belt othices are performed by our worlt 
acquaintance. 

Butnow to ſpeaketo the mayne poyat, howe my Buoke bee- 
came to bee ſo contemptible to the 1r4/3e : it was the papiſt in- 
deede that pyckt ſo manie quarrelles againit it : andaithough 
they would not openly manifelt the matter,but tooke other oc- 
calions whereatto be angry, yet that was the hidden griete,that 
{tired vppe their Choler, they cannotindureto heare their ho» 
ly father ſo truely tranſlated, from the J'icar of Chriſt, to bee in- 
deed,the Vicar of the Denill. 

Itis truth, that in thoſe two Bookes, I haue made manite(t 
aſivell of the Pope himlelfe, what heis, as of his religion where- 
unto it draweth, but without any malice or ill intent to any par- 
ticular man in Jrelanad, but in pittie and commuleratio of a great 
number, 

Andalthough that the Popes wholl broode of vermine, as 
Fryers, Iefuites, Seminaries, and other Popiſh prieſtes, haue 
vowed themlſelues agaynſt the truth of God, yet there bea num- 
ber of others, that are mitle-ledd , and dayly ſeduced by theſe 
blinde guides, that it may pleaſe G O D' toopentheireyes in 
_ and to receiue the truth of the Goſpel with a ſober mild- 
nelle, | 

He that beleeueth nut to day,ſhall haue grace giuen him, and 
he may belecue to morrow,in the meane tume, Idoenot deſpiſe 
him, but I doe both pittie him, and pray for him. 

Theſe be the men to whom I haue adretled my Iynes,and doe 
charitablie beſcech them, not to reſpe who it is that hath writ- 
ten, but to conlider what it is thatis written, let them then iudge 
as it ſhall pleaſe God to put in their mindes. 

Andalthough that atthis tyme , my deſire bee rather to take 
away offence, then to giue offence, yet I cannot ditlemble with 
religion ; but that I mult needes makemanitelt this holy Ca- 
»hebiche broode of Rome, that decciueththe poore people of 1re-

lad and ( as our Sauiour layde by the Phariles ) that oppreſſeth 


the poore widdow and fatherletle , thatlyuech in idlcuctle z In 
whooredome,in practiling of murther, treaſon, rebellion, and 
Summaſummarum, 1 allmanner of miſchicte. 

T hey be the Agents and Fattors, torthe molt inſatiable mar- 
chant inthe woriue, I meanethe Pope that lelleth Gods lawes, 
his owne traditions, hee lelleth linne, heelel:icth rightzoulnes, 
hee felleth CHRIST), hee leileth the bletled Sacramente 
of his fleſ1e and dloude : hce felleth the workes of Saintes, 
hee (elleth Chriſtes merites, hee ſeilechthe peopic of God, he 
ſelleth holy orders, heeſelleth pardon and remillion of linnes, 
hee ſelicth GOD and all his ordinances, aad all tor mo- 
ney. 
But is notthis a monſtrous hypocrilie, that the Popewill be 
_ called the {cruant of feruants,and yet will take yppon him to be 

the Lord of Lordes, and King of Kinges? 

The Popeis a more deteltable enemie to the true Catholicke 
Church the:1eyther Turke or infidell, for thole thatſecke to 
vphoulde hisabhominations, thole hee maketh Saintes, and 
thoſe that doe impugne hisdocrine by the {criptures, them hee 
perſecuteth, and againlt thoſe Princes where hee cannot pre- 
uaile with thoſe excommunications, his curſes , and his Bel- 
lowing Bulles, them hee ſeeketh to confounde by poylo- 
nyng, by [tabbing, or by murtheryng in onelorte or ano-« 
ther. 

Spoyles, mallacres, and treaſons, euento the deſtruion, 
and murthering of Princes, by theirſeruantes and ſubiectes ( if 
a pryelt doe but ſay the worde) arcaccounted iult, honorable, 
meritorious, holy, but tor a Prince todefende his owne right, 
or in executing iultice yppon ſuch of the Popes Vagabrnndes as 
are (ent to ſeduce, to conſpire, andto practile villanie, he is an 
hereticke, aſchiſmatricke, a dilſobedicnt childe tothe Church, 
and he muſt be poyloned, (tabbed, orblowne vp with gun-pow- 
der, there mult be ſome thing exployted againſt him þ mult 
not liuc, if God doe not defend him. 

Thisis the fruite of the Popes religion, and theſe be the pra- 
Aiſles thatare vſed by papiltes, lette cuery man therefore louke 
well tohus leader, that he be _ blinde, tor both the guids that 
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That Booke why miſlke1. 


are blinde, and thoſe that are blindly led, ſhall altogether, fall 
in theditch, it (hall be no excuſe to fay, I was thus taughe by my 
gholtly father, or this is the fayth that our forefathers haue dy. 
ed in, ; 

\Vhen the worde of God is preached vnto men that be wicked 
vnto whom God hatin given no grace to receiue it, then arethey 
nothing thereby amended, but their heartes are the rather, the 
more obqured, and the more the word of Godis preached ynto 
them, ſo much the more ob(tinate they become, and tlie more 
muiſchiefe they intend: after this manner the heart of Ph rao was 
hardened, when thewoorde of G O D wasdeliuered him by 
Hoſes, hee hauing no grace to receiueit, the more A79/cs 
indeuourcd to expretle it, the more ({turdie was he to with(land 
it. | 

But what neede we trauell into Zgypr to fetch preiidents, when 
wee haue ſo many home examples heere in /re/azd, where the 


| truth of Gods goſpell hath beene fo long preached, and the 


people euery day growne more obſtinatethen other,that are ra- 
ther giuen vppe to beeleeue lies, legendes, tables, dreames, 
vilions, olde wyues tales, and anumber of fuch other mocke- 
Ties. 

The Papiſtes haue cuer more beene full of Myracles , but in 
their Legende of Saintes, and in many other toolithe Bookes, 
they haue fayned them (o grollely, that they are athamedto 
heare of them, but GOD ſometymes, luttereth thoſe that 
haue no loue to his trueth, to bee deceiued by lying Myracles, 
for as the children of the tructh , (hall naturally incline vnto 
thetruth, ſo the children of the Diuell whole hearres are tull 
of Ives, ſhall naturally conſent to bee leide away with lyes, 

I might yet inlargea great deale of other matter, but my con- 
clulion is thatthe whole glory of the Popes Churchis nothyng

Butbecaule the booke is extant to be feene, & to anſ{were for 
it ſelfe, Ithinke my belt courſe will be to ſet down thoſe oppoli- 
tions that haue beene obieRed againlt me, atwell by thoſe that 
were but milintormed by uther mens reportes, as of thoſe thar 
mademalitious coiletions, exhibiting thole thinges againſt me 
tor (launders,that were ſhametull for them to bring into queltt- 
on,it they had beene well aduifed, 

Me tiunkes an ealie perſwation might induce wiiemen to be- 
leeuc, that he that will vndertaketo inuey againtt Poperie, ey- 
ther by word or writing ſhall want no enemies in /rclard, that wil 
both rayle and rage againſt him, and will ſo ouer load him with 
lies and flaunders, that if they can not breake his backe, they will 
yet be ſure to cracke his credit: amoglt the relt of thoſe yntruths Þ 
that were obieted againſt mee, one is howe I ihould aftirme 1n b& 
my booke that ther is neither ciuilitie nor humanity to be found Wl. 
amonglt the /r1/>, but that they are inclined toal! maner of bru- 
tiſhnes. 

And although I ncedeno other anſfwere to this but to turne 
them to my booke,that they haue to flaundered and belicd , yet 
tor betterlatisfaRion I ſay,it is truth that I haue ſpoken of the

manners and cuſtomes that are vſcd among(t the 1+ in ſome 
partes of the Country,that arenct yet ſo contormed from there 
vnciuill demeaners, norlo perfected inthe complements of hu- 
manity, but that they retayned {till their accultomed vncleane- 
lines : now if Iihould fay that in ſomepartes of Eng/andit lelte, 
there bee many people thatare both rude, ignorant, and veric 
clowniſh,as it is well enough knownethere are ſo(indeede)cuuld 
this beadiſparagement to the whole realmc? 

But they will ſay I haue made no exceptions amongſt the 7- 
ri/, but haue numbred them all to be1a one predicament, let me 
intreatethem but to ouerlooke iy Epilte to the Reader in that 
booke where they ſhall tnde thele wordes, 

Doe not thinke mee to be ſo generall, but that I dre make a great dif- 

ference betweene thoſe that are rude, vacuule, unrenerent , wncleanely, 
and untaught, and thoſe other againe, that are m:lde,mode#t, kind,cur- 
tous, and that are enery way indned with wit , reaſon and vnder5ten- 
ding. And I doe make the hke exceptions betweene thoſe that are wrelte 
guns, ſuperititions, Idelatrens, ſeditious, rebellious, that do retayne Te- 
ſuites, Seminaries, and other Traiterous Prieſts, then of thoſe that con 
irartwiſe are profeſſors of the Goſpell, that doe imtrace the holy Scrip- 
tures, and doe indenonre themſclues mtheſermice of God, and in obeds- 
ence to their Prince. 

I hope I may reuoke this without any diſgrace, Ihauc beene 
charged with a lic, and I renounceit. 

A ſecond obiection was, that I had taxed the 7r;in generall 
to bee more ſauage and crue!lthen the Canbals, 

This is as trueasthe firſt, and needeth no other purgation, 
then what is containedin the bookeir ſelfe, and firlt in the 36. 
pag ©] ſay that thoſe of the Iriſh that haue reduced themſelues to cunts 
tre ( were ut not for their Religion ) are otherwiſe of very good connerſa- 
tion: and aſwell in ther manners as in the decency of thar apparel!,they 
are very modeſt andcomely. Andinthe 17. page, Although the vil= 

gar ſorte through ther du'l wits + their brutiſh education can rot con- 
ceme what us profitable for themſelues and good for their Countrey , yet 
there be ſome others, whoſe thoughts and minds are inriched +4 WOW = 
ledge and under ftanding, that hane done good m the country, and whoſe 
example heerafter may gine light to many others, For I þ, the that if 
theſe people dia once underitand the precionſnes of vertue, they wonlde

farre exceede vs, notwithſtanding onr long expertente in the ſoneraign= 
tie of vertue, 

You may ſcenow, I haueno ſuch conceite againit the 71, 
in generall as they haue fabled, but that Ithnnkethere be go2d 
amonglt the bad, and bad amongſt the good, I mighttherefore 
haue reuoked this acculation, as he that reuoked a long relying 
letter but with one word A/entiris: yet I will not doc lo, but will 
borrow a Lawyers plea, Non eſt frflum. 

It is yetagaine obiectcd againſt me,that T haue vpbraided the 
whole Iriſh nation with cheir rebellious dilpolitions : with their 
cruelties, with their murthers, with their treaſons, and that I doe 
make ſemblance as though there were neuer a ſound ſubie& in 
Ireland, neyther in life nor religion : it thele reportes were but 
halfe of them true, I night be athamed todrawe any breath in 
Ireland, 

I would to God that neyther my ſelfe nor any uther man bee 
ſides could iultly reproucthem for their rebellions, tor their in- 
ſurreRions, and for their treaſons and murthers both, bur to 
thinke that there is neuer a ſound ſubiet in /relard, it were pittie 
I ſhould liue to haueſuch a thought in Ireland, but let mee pro- 
ccede as I haue begun, let mine owne lines pleade mine own ex- 
cuſc,in the 52. page, I haueſet downethele wordes. 7 know there 
bee in Ireland a number of worthy [ubiettes, that cannot be detetted ror 
their fideluie and truſt to ther Prince by any mmeanes impeached, And 
in the 111, page, / know amongſt the Nobilitie of Ireland, there hath 
beene, and there are ſtill, many honorable perſonages, and jo there are 
of many other gentlemen.,that without all doubt are as forewardas read, 
«nd as willing to ſerue their Prince, as any other whoſoener. And yet 
againe in the 54. page of my booke,/ hawe often ſayd,that there be 
many good people 1n Dubline,and/o through all the partes of Ireland be- 

fraes, men of all ſortes, of all profeſſions, and of all degrees that are not to 
bee deteFled. 

What haue I omitted tocommend in the 1-:þ,, ( I meane of 
thoſe that are worthy of any comendations indeede ) but I haue 
done them right, I haue giuen them their due, have not forgot- 
ten thoſe that be feweſt in number that are godly atteRed to res 
ligion as inthe page, 91. God be thanked Irdard w.is never (0 deilie 
tte, but there hath beene a nunsber of good people watimes of that Conn-

They ſhould find againe in my Epiltle to the Reader :7 world 
zot hane it thought, that I make any arfferencebetweene the Englith & 
the Irilh, n reſpett of therr birth, for 1 know there be as worth 2 612 1h 
Ireland, as in England. 

Andin thelaſt leafe of the booke againe, for a farwell : 7 hope 
there 1s no man that will accuſe me of partiallity, toſay I hanue more for- 
borne toſpeake againſt the follies of the Engliſh, then againſt the maners 
and cuſtomes of the Iriſh, or that I ave otherwiſe aistmguſh betweene 
them, but value them both a like, the good to the good and the bad tothe 
bad. 

I knowe not yet therefore what RewocationT ſhould make, but 
to lay that eyther I have beene wonderfully miltaken or (hame- 
fully belied. I might yet ſpeake of other accuſations, that haue 
beene greiuoully intorced againlt nice, howe T haue mocked at 
their 17: cultomes, lcotted at their holy welles, derided their 
1114 Saints.and one in ſuber ladnes tgoke it very greiuously that 
I had termed, their Fryers their Ieſuites &their Priclts ty be the 
Popes vermine. 

I warrant ye,thcy that could {pic me out theſe tauites,theywere 
not blinde they were none of thele heritickes,that will lay the pa- 
ternoſter in Z:g//p : but they lay open contellion mult haue 0- 
pen ſhame Peccaxs. I haue {inned,and here I doe make open Re- 
#ocation tor I reuoke welles Saints Fryers, Ieluites,Prie(ts, Pope, 
Deuill and all: And I would all that knowes me in Ireland would 
take example by me and do the like. 

Thus much for 1re/andin generall that they ſay Thaue fo de- 
tetcdin my booke, & now for Dxblmein particulerthat I my | 
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I ſhall alwell fatiſhe and givecontent. _# 

I have written 3 ſeueral| Chapters the 15.the 16.and the 17. 
that doe particularly concerne the Cytty of D«blime,the heade 
of the 15.chap, A tr«e deſcriptionboth of the Cytty and Cittyzens 
of Dabline. 

The head of the 16 . Of ſorre defe ies im the gonernment of Dublin, 
the head of the 17. Of the trade and trafficke that is wſed in Dublin, 

In the firlt of the three, which 1s the 15. Chap. I haue a little 
crolled Mailter Srar4bwrſtthat in his deſcription of the Citty of 
D#blmn, doth ſo floriſh it out with ſuch gorgious buildings (as he 
termeth them ) that the world doth knowe, when hee writte his 
Cronicle, made but a ſorry ſhowe,to what it is now. But Stars- 
hurit ſought to pleaſe by Hlattery , and Iby plaine dealing, he 
paintes it out more gorgiouſly then truely,but my deſcription in 
theſe wordes following. To /peake the truth of Dublin as it deſerneth 
first the Towne ut ſelfe, is connentent enough, pleaſantly ſeated aſwell for 
the ſerenity of the ayre,as for the pleaſing walkes,that are roud about the 
Citty on exery fide: And thiscommendarion, Ithinke bee more 
properly true, then that ſumptuous deſcription that Mailter Sta 
e:h«r#t hath made of it. Now how am conceited towardes the 
Cittizens themſelues let mine owne lines witnes:which doth like 
wiſe followin thelewordes, The Cittizens themſelnes are wonder- 
fully reformed, in manners, in crmilitie, mcurteſie, both themſelues and 
their wines, modeſt and decent in their apparell, and they are tratlable 
enough inany thing, Religion onely excepted. 

And thevery latter words in the {elfe ſame Chapter are theſe: 
Dubline 15 not yet ſo d:ſtitmte, but that there are ſome , aſwell learned 
Dunes, as other graue and godly Cittizens and T ownes-men that God 
hath bl:ſſed with the l1ght of his word, that doe dayly 1ndacuonre then 

ſelnes to gine good example, ſeeking no leſſe to aduance the glory of God, 
as the honour of their Prince, andthe good of thew Conntry, 

Meethinkes theſe words were enough forthoſe that were wiſe 
to number themſelues among(t thoſe that bee good, and not to 
finde fault with the reprehenlions of thoſe that bee ill. 

But heereis a matter now ubieRed againſt mee, that in this 
Chapter I haue taxed the Cittizens of lacke of loue to his Ma- 
teltje, for tlieir receiuing and harbouring of the Popes vermine, 
which ( they ſay) lies not in the Maior to redre(le, but it belon- 
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A Renveation. 

geth toa more _— authority, I proteſtT am ſorry that ther 
thould be a man found in D#b/ixe,that would take exceptions at 
this, and theſe thinges were betterto be buried with lileace, then 
to bee diſcourſed with diligence, but if it bee a faultto ſpeake 
againlt the entertaining of pr in D«bline, that are wel 
knowneto be his Maielties protelted eacmies, I haue commit- 
ted that fault chrough ignorance: for I hadthought, that the 
Citcizens of Dabline in generall, that hauerecciued ſo many li- 
berall gittes, ſuch gracious grants, andlarge liberties, from di- 
uers and ſundry Princes of England, and thatareſo bountitully 
coirmed,by vur moſt gracious King that now is, I hadthoughe 
the Cittizens of D«bline,in re{peRt of their loue and duty to ſo 
good and gracious a King ſhouldeat the lealt haue reltrayned 
(though not puniſhed ) that brood of vipers, that doth praiſe 
nothing but treaſon and contempt, both agaialt his Maicltie & 
his proccedinges. 

And I perfwaded my (elfe againe, that the Mayor of Dubline 
that is ſo great a magiltrate within his owne precin, that hath 
che managing of all affayres within the Citty and that (tandeth 
ypon his prerogatiue within his liberties, and will haue no more 
to medle but himſelfe, that may hang, that may draw, that may 
puniſh, and hath his Maicſties {word comnutted vato him for 
the lame purpoſe, if all this be not ſufficient warrit for the Ma» 
ior of D#bline, to hunt out of his juriſdictions, thole ſowers of ſe- 
dition thoſe peruerters of his Maic(ties good ſubieRes and thoſe 
analitious enemies to their king,it is pitty that he hath not a new 
Charter,whercin theſe ſeruices might be better warranted vato 
him:I doe not ſpeake of the Mayor that is now of the time pre- 
ſeat,bur I (peake of all that are palt, and of thereſt that are' to 
come: for if every Mayor within his liberties, and euery Biſhop 
within his diocelle throughout 1relard, would doethcir dutics, 
God would be more honoured,the King better obeyed,and the 
people vnited in that loue and amitie, that now is diflipated, by 
this contraricticin Religion. In the 16. chap. ſpeaking of ſome 
defects in the gouernmet of D#b/in,the.greatelt fault that is ther 
aimed at, is the prophanatis ofthe Sabboth day, that day which 
God hath comanded to bee kept holy,& ſhould be dedicated to 
his honor, that day is molt polluted in Dxblin,& cuery alehoule 
fro morning till night is peltered, with drunkards with blaſphe- 
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mers, I willnot ſpeakeof whore-hunters , but indeede with all 
kinde of diſordered people. 

Iris truth,thatin Eng/and(and elſe where that I know in Chri- 
ſtendome) there are drunkards, there are blaſphemers, & there 
are whore- hunters too many,but therare penal lawes to reltrain 
chem, buteſpecially on the Sabboth day, and in England, there 0 
is not any one permitted to keepe a tippling houle, but hee bf 
mult from yeereto yeere enter into bond, and good futeties (F 
with him, to keepe gocd rule and order: and I thinke there is no | 
man that protelleth tu beea Chriſtian, be he Proteſtant or Pa- 
pilt, that will thinke I haue offended inthis, and therefore I (hal 
not needeto makeany Revocation in the matter, becauſe I ho 
there 1s RO man agreiued at it. I would be ſorry to reitterate the 
occalion that bred ottence, betweene the two Sheriues and my 
ſelfe : becauſe my delire is rather to qualliftie,then to reuiue mat- 
. ter of vnkindnes, but what ſceuer hath formerly paſt betweene 
vs, I proteſt I am lo free from malice towardes them, thatI doe 
not know them fr6 other men,when I meetethem in the ltreets, 
what meaning they haue towardes mee,I know not, if it be good 
] would beg/ad, if it be ill, I care not: theworl(t I doe wiſhe vnto 
them,1s,that itwould pleaſe God to inſpirethem with his ſpirice 
of truth, and as I wiſh it from my heart, ſo helpe me God. 

Andalthough I muſt confetle, I haue euer hated Popery, yet 
I proteſt Ineuer hated _ tor his religion, but pitted hun, e- 
ſpecially he or they that I know to be ignorantly led, and ſedu- 
ced by others, for I hate not the man,though I hate his religion. 

And let menowcraue pardon of the Cittizens of D«blixe in 
generall, but to lament that calamity pittitull to bee ſpoken of, 
that inthe Citty of D«blme, where the word of God hath beene 
ſo plentifully preached in ſuch continuance : & that ſhould giue 
light & exampleto all the re {both of citties and towns through 
out all /reland: and are not able tumakea yearely choyce of a 
Mayor and two Sheriues, that will cither goe to Church, or wil- 
lingly take the oath of alleadgeanceto his Maielty, & that they 
haueno other to imploy for his Maieſties ſeruice, but ſuch as 


will impugne his Maieſties lawes. 
But they will ſay a Papilt may bee a ſound ſubie, I will 


not denie but hee may bee ſo: but I will aske our Papiſtes of 
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A Reuocation. 

D«ubizxe orelſe where, but this queſtion, what they doe thinke, 
whither at Rome Or at Remes,or where ſoeuer otherwile,where po- 
popery beareth ſway, whither they would put a knowne prote- 
{tant in comillion for the ſeruice of the Pope:they would to01er 
put out both his eyes and carry him toa (take:but what a graci- 
ous King 1s this,that ſceketh but an oath for his ſecuritie: And of 
whom?marry of thoſe that haue ſuch cunning to equiuocate and 
haue ſo many diſpenſaties ina readines,that what they (weare to 


_ day they may reuoke to morrow & y are taught by their prielts, 


that when they are brought before ſuch as they accounttfor here- 
ticks,they may both ſophiltically (weare & fophiltically anlivere 

T his I hope may luthce fora Rexocarzon of all ouerlightes that I 
haue comited againſt the Cyrrzens of Dublin in the 16, Chap. cf 
my booke. And now to ſpeake ſomthing for the credit of that'ci- 
ty,& todeliuer trucly but what I haue receiued from ſome of the 
Cittizens themſelues,& not of the interiour ſort, but from ſome 
of the beſt A/dermen of thecitty of Dyblme, who toreleeing the 
partialitiethat is vſed by officers of all ſortes ( that bee papiltes ) 
that doe execute there places not only to the great detriment of 
his Maielties ſeruice but alfo when any of his Maielties belt af- 


| feted(ubiectes,that are knowne tobe religious, & haue confor- 


med themſetues to his Maieſties a any of theſe ſhal 
light into the laps cither of a Sergeant,acoltableor a layler that 
is a papiſt,he ſhallbee afflicted and exated on with more rigour 
& cruelty then if hee were amovg(t Turkes or Iewes,where con- 
trary wile, ifa papiſt be brought in queltion although.it.be ſome- 
times for his diſobedience towardes his Prince there is (carce an 
othcer that wil do his duty to aprehend him,or being apreheded 
there will hardly befound a Iayler.that.will fcantle Im with avy 
ſhortalowance belonging to an oftender, but will rather enter- 
taine him asa friend, And the more repugnant he ſheweth him- 
ſeife againſt his Maielties proceedings,ſo much the more fauour 
the Iayler will ſhewe hum. Theſe ofhcers that Iſpcake of be ſuch 
as are belonging tocities and townes corporat,yeato the citty uf 
Dwblineit ſelteamong(t the which thereare ſomethat on ſunday 
mornings will firlt heare a malle, then after that they will attend 
the Maior to Chriftchurch,& _— put him into his puc, they 
conuey themſelues trom out of the church into a tauerne _ 

they, 
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they ſit tilthe Sermon be done, that they mult wait of the May- 
or backe againe to his houſe. 1 doenot ſpeake this in any mali- 
cious humour, whetby to indignife thecity of D«blineamong(t 
the inhabitantes whereot, although there be ſome few that be 11l, 
yet 1 know there be a great ntiber of molt worthy citizes that do 
thew no lctle zeale and feruency in the worſhipping of God, then 
loue and loyaltic tothe {eruice of the-king,who for the better ad- 
uancement of tholeatfaires that doe belong to his mateſtie, do 
wiſh and delire,that not onely the Mayor and Sheryues in euery 
Citic and towne corporate, throughout the Realme of Treland , 
ſhould recceiue the oath of alleageance,but that there ſhould not 
be aScrgeant, a Conttable,a Jayler, erany otherpettie ofhcer 
admited,but ſuch as aretraableto his maieltiesproceedings & 
ſubmiſſive to take vppon them, the oath of obedience. 

But (ome perhaps will ſay, thatthe Citties in /re{a»d ( no not 
Dwblyneit (elte)is ab!eyeare after yeare,to makechouife of a ſay 
or andtwo Sheryues, that will willingly take the oath of obedi- 
ence to his maiel(tic, the which if it ſhould bee true, ( as Godfor- ' 
bid it ſhoulde ſo bee) what agratious clemencie then ita prince, 
that will ſuffer a people to intoy ſo large liberties, as every Cittie 
throughout that realme is commonly infranchized, that are ſo 
ORE oppolite vnto him, 

o come now tothe 17, ſpeaking Of the trade and trafficke that 
ied in Dublyne: lome of them doe exclaime againlt me, that I 
haue wondertully wronged the cittie in fpeaking againſt their 
mult;tude of Alehouſes, which they call Tawerns ; but as good 
Iucke woulde haueit, there bee others befide my ſelfe that haue 
founde outthat fault, and fr({t a molt reuerent and worthie ma- 
viltrate, the Lord chicte Barrone of his maielties Exchequer in 
Ireland, who in his oration to the late Mayor of D«6/yne , when 
hecametotake his oath atthe Chequer barre, gaue im aduer- 
tilements,of that ſuperabundance of Alchaſer,and of the abules 
and inconueniences that did grow bythe ſutferanceof them. 

There was alcarned door likewiſe, that openly exclaimed at 
the abhomina: ion that was vicd in thoſe multitude of Alehow/er, 
in a Sexmon atChrift-Church,betorethe Lord Deputy anc the 
fate, and betore maifter Mayor himſelfe, and thoſe tewe of his. 


brethren , that doe vie ro come to Church. 
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A Reuocation. 


But if it be a fault in me more thenin the reſt to ſpeake againſt 
thele things,letit paile tor one of my ouerlights,for Ice he that 
ſpeakes againlt pride drunkennetle and lechery,ſhallwant no e= 
nemies. 

There followeth now a grieuous quarrell, and aboue all the 
reſt molt bitterly agrauated againlt me,and there hath Leene in- 
quirie made in the matter whither I haue belyed the Citic or no 
in ſaying, the Aldermens wiues ſouldale : my wordes are, The 
beſt ſort of women, as Aldermens wines and the reſt of the able ſort, are 
thoſethat doe brewe. 

Now let it be vaderſtood(( as without difſimulation Iment it) 
that ſome Aldermens wiues did brewale to the intentto fell it a- 
gaine by the dolins, by the barrell, or by the great (as wecallit ) 
1s this ſuch an indignity to all to ſay that ſome haue done o : or 
what diſcredite to her that ſhoulde (o doe, any more to brew ale, 
then to make malte, or to indeuour any other thinges, that be- 
longer to good hulwitery, that cuery wile womanneistovnder 
take. 

Itis not the brewing of ale, but the number of idle huſwiues, 
that vnder the pretence of (elling,do keepe filthy houſes, ſhame- 
full to beſpoken ofthis is it that oftendeth. 

But I can tel! where this and worſe matter too, was agravated 
agaynlt me to ſome Aldermens wiucs, by a femall creature,and 
by {uch a one ( I warrant you) that doth thinke her (elfe to be in 
as goud requelt as Pudding Tabaccs, | 

But lec me ſay for mine owne exculc, for the Aldermen of Dub 
lyne themfelues, there be many of them my good friends, whom 
I dearely lou, thereis not any one of them that I thinke to bee 
my tec, orthat I doc hate, and therefore to {landerthem with 
mattcrofvntruth, I would be ill aſhamed, 

Now for their wiues in generall,and for all the reſt of the citi- 
zens wiues of D«blyne( that be of the bettcrſort)I protelt it con- 
fidently, and 1 ſpeake itfrom my heart, I neuerheard women les 
infamed or mitle-reported, in any citty or towne whereſoeuer I 
haue trauayled : (o that 1f Thxcidides rule be true, that thoſe wo- 
men are to be accounted molt honelt, that are leaſt ſpoken of,I 
lay the citizens wyues of D«btyze, may marchin equall ranke 
with thoſe women that arc leall (teyaed or miſrepured.

In a fewe wordes now to expretle mine owne meaning , firſt 

for this conſtruRion that is made againlt me about the brewing 

_ ofale: I doe confetſeof mine owne knowledge , that there bee 
- diverſe Aldermens wyues, and many other women beelides that 

neuer vſed it : but if they hadd, it is not the brewing of Ale that 

I 6nd faultwith, nor with theſelling of it, by thoſe women that 

arc honeſt, but by thoſe that are well knowne to be ſhameful li- 

uers,it is agaynlt them and again{t no other, that I do exclaime. 

I doe acknowledge likewiſe that Alehouſes, and victuallyng 
houſes be both of them necetlary, and therforc howlueuer they 
interpret my words, thoſe that be wiſe, can conceiue of my mea+ 

ning: theſe typling houſes by honeſt houſholders, and not by 

theſe knowne (trumpets, that vnder the colour of ſelling ale, 

doeliue in that loathſomnelle of life, too ſhametull to bee ſpo- 

ken of. 

Fhere is yet one other vnkindnelle conceiued agaynſt me,for 

ſpeaking of the extortion thatisvied by the Bakers of D«blyne, 

*that will bee (ure to make their breade after double the rate, that 

corne is {ould for: a matter eſpecially looked into in euery Citty 

and tuwne. And as it appeareth in the Eng/i/he Cronicle,theliber 

ties of Londen, haue beene ceaſed into the handes of the king for TY 
this tollerating, with the inormity of Bakers , and it hath cuer- | 
more beene thought a matter moſt bchouefull to puniſh ( and | 
that with all extremity ) this extortion in Bakers, becauſe it one- 
Iy pincheth the poorer forte, thatare worlt ableto beareir. 

I protelt I cannot revoke this as an ouerlight,that I haueſpo- 
ken agaynlt the Bakers, butdoe rather inforce it, that ey 
they ſhould bereformed or elfe that the country Bakers,that wil 
maketheir bread according to a true aſlife might be uttered ( as 
they be in other wel gouerned Cities )to ſerue the market, which 
euery man doth admire, is not ſuttcred in D#b/yne: And now to 
ſpeake withoutdiſhmulation, there is nothing wherewith the ci- 
ty of Dablyne is more wounded with diſgrace, then in ſutferyng 
ſo many hlthic alehouſes,and in this bearing with theextortion 
of Bakers. 

Thus ycu may ſee that although I haue gliced at abuſes that 
are vied by ſomethat are il], yet it is without any impeachment 
of thoſe that be good, and therefore thoſe fault-finders have bur 
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diſcouered their malice, anddone me no diſgrace. 

Thetruth is , che wholl drift of my Booke is againſt Popery, 
_-how ſthouldit then be befrieded in Irelandywhere thoſe that wil be 
afraid to reade 1t, will make no conlcience at allto (lander it. 

Iknow not whither I may tearme it to be blindnetle or obſti- 
nacie,or blindnes and obſtinacie ioyned beth together,in a pec- 
ple( ſencible and wiſe enough ) that yet are traynedto neglet 
the holy (criptures,to reuerence viſions [yes and fantazies : that 
arel:d from the Church of God, to the luperltitious, and abho- 
minable Church of Idolatry : that are wrelted from the obedi- 
ence of the Princes wholſome lawes, that inciteth to vnitieand 
concorde,to the durtie decrees and ordinances of a {uperſticious 
prielt,that leadeth to deſtruion:that doth ſonegle the means 
of their ſaluation : that they will not ſearch for the truth,but are 
ſo maliciouſly blinde, that theywill not open theireyes to looke 
towardes the light :that with the /ewes do throw [tones at Chrift 
and will driue him away, when he commeth to preach, that with 
the Nazarits , will thrult him out of theirciticwith violent hands 
when he commeth tooffer himſelfevnto them, 

I know not what I ſhould (ay of the people of Ireland,whither 
- itbethrough the confidence they haue in their pricttes,or in the 
diſtrult thatthey have of their owne iudgementes, or inthe licle 
creditethey haue in Gods promiles, that biddeth themſeeke and 
they ſhall inde: but ſomething thereisthat maketh them afraid 
for they dare not looke on a booke , that is either repugaant to 
their religion, or that doth contradict Popery.

They are papiltes that bragge of reuelations, ofvilions,they 
walke in wonders aboue their reaches,they take away Chrilt the

True Chriſtian diuinitie ſetteth not God forth vnto vs, nc v- 


ther in his maielty,nor in any maaner of limilitude,but (treight- 


ly forbiddeth ys tro the curious ſearching of his maieſtie, which 


is intollerable to the budy of man, but much more to the mind, 


' wee mult not therefore, beccurious to ſearch out the nature of 


God, bur dilligent to know his will,as itis ſet out to vs in Chriſt: 
there 1s nothing more dangerous then to wander with curious 
{pecu'ation, to {earch out God, for as Godin his owne nature 
is ynmeaſurable,incomprehen{ible,and infinite,ſo he is to mans 
nature tatollerable. 

Lethim thea that would bee in ſafety aad out of perill, brydle 
chat clyming and preſumptuous {pirit , and ſeeke to knowe God 
but according as by theſcriptures, he ſetteth himſelfe forth to be 
knowne in his ſonne our Sauiour, 

Then hee that hath to dealein the matter of his juſtification, 
and delirerh to knowe how Godis to be tyund,thatiuſtitethand 
accepteth linners,let him know, thereis no other, but the man 
Teſus Chrift,that hath ſayd himſelfe : No mancommeth wnto the fa- 
ther,but by me John 14. 

He that ſeeketh any other way, doth but wander,and hee that 
ſcarcheth any other knowledge, is as far aitray, 

But to whom caa we liken God, or what limilitude canne wee 
faſhion vp, that may reſemble the brightnelle of his glory? 

A molt horcible Idolatcy to figure out the Image of God the 
Father, like an old man with agray beard, with atryplecrowne 
on his head like a Pupe, the holy Ghoſt, they higure like a doue, 
and the bletled trinitiewith three faces. 

Now for the Image of Chrilt,there be ſo many limilitudes,as 
there beworkemen to carue or to paint him, when euery one v- 
ſeth his owne fancie to drawe him into what forme or fauour he 
liſt, and therefor it was merily ſpoken by a'1 /r;e man,who be- 


holdingan image thathad beene paynted for Chri#, [wore that 
it 
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it looked ſolike an Englihman, that he louedit the worle. 

Zenophon would needes perlwadethat if beaſtes could payne 
they would portray cuttheimage of Godin the likncs of a bealt, 
when God ſpake vnto the children ot 1/aell, they [awe nolimili- 
tude whereby they might fathion God into any (hape or likenes, 
they onely heard a voyce, which voyce they were willed to ob- 
(crue and keepe : It is enough that «ee beeleeue Gods promiles, 
but not to portray him out in fimilitudes, nor todilpute of his 
wil,and tor thoſe that haue beene curious tolearch out the cauſe 
of predeltination,they haue bin wrappedin intollerable doubts, 
the which Saint Paulconcludeth to bee all onely the will of Goa, 
tor the proote whereof he brought in the evident example, how 
lacob was choſen,& Eſax reproued,both before they were borne 
and before they had committed eyther goodor euill, 

The papilt ſeeketh his wltification in his owne workes, the 
which being well conlidered, isletle then himſelfe,tor the worke 
man is much more excellent then his worke : nowe it the arti- 
cle of iultification bee once (ubuerted, then is all chriſtian do- 
Arineouerthrowne, forwho are they that doe impugne this 
chriſtianrighteouſnetle,but Jewes, Tarkes,Papiſtes and hereticks 
for he that hath once lolt Chri##, mult necetlarily fall into the 
contidence of his owne workes. 

To forgiue linnes,to make righteous, to yo and deliuer 
from death,and the deuill, and to giue cuerlalting lite, theſe are 
not the works of any creature,no notof Angels, but of the ſoue- 
raigne maieltie the creator, and maker of all chinges. 

Chriſt(ſayeth the ApoFUe) hath ginen hiſelfe:but for what hath 
he giuen himlelte, nor for oy good workes, not for our vowes, not 
for our pylgrimages, not tor our malling, not tor our holineſle, 
norfor our righteouſnetle, but for our linnes.Gala. 1. 

Here is now a downe tall to the Popes pardons, to purgatory 
it ſe]fe, to vowes malles and other abhominations : this gunſhot 


beateth downe Popery,it layeth all works, merites,andall other 


ſuperſtitiousceremonies flat with the grou:de, for ifourlinnes 
might be taken away, by our owne workes,merites, and fatisfac- 
tion, orwhatfocuer otherwiſe, what needed the fonne of Godto 


begiuen forthem. 


Now if we did but conſider of the greatneile of the price, that 
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the ſonne of Ged mult needes be giuen for it, & wouldyet thinke 
of any other ſatisfaction, whereby we might redceme our ſelues 
we (hould be very inturious, to the precious bloud of Chriſt . 

Wee might heere againe yet further conlider , that (inne is a 
mightic tyrant,that is not to be vanquiſhed by the power of any 
creature,but by the infinite power of Jeſ#s Chriſt the ſon of God 
that gaue himlelte forit, 

Thea what doe the papiſtes, that doe thinke to ouercome lin, 
bytheir owne workes and merites, but in eſtabliſhing their own 
rightcouſnetle , doe deface and plucke downe the glory of God, 
and molt pernicioully doe f(etat naught, the precious bloude of 
Chriſt, which he lo freely hath giuen vato vs. 

But our Papiltes I thinke, are vtterly ignorant of the grieu- 
ouſnes of linne,& do dreame it to be of no great force nor power 
but that it may calily be put away, by good workes, by a popes 
bull or by aprielts bleſſing. ; 

Ther they make certayne diſtinions,between (inne & linne 
ſometo begreater and ſome to be letler, when there is no linne, 
how ſleightly ſo euer accounted of,but is rewarded with death, & 
dination,if Chrilt be excluded,neither 1s their any other meanes 
whereby to repayre it but by the ſheading of his molt precyous 
bloud. | 
. Why then thoufooliſh holy Pope,wiſt thou beare me belecue 
thoucanlt make mee righteous, with thy Bulles, with thy par- 
dons, with thy indulgencies, or with thy othertra{h, that am e- 
uery day, euery houure,euery minute and every inoment,a linner 
committing linne againſt the almighty himlelte, & that in grie- 
uous and haynous maner, as contempt of God, blalpheming his 
holy name, deſpiling his holy worde, prophaning the Sabboth 
day, with a number of otherlike concerning the hr(t table ? ad- 
mit that I haue not committed murther, theft, whurdome,and 
ſuch other linnes actuall agaynlt the ſecondetable, yet in my 
heart what (inne haue I omutted , but that Tam a finner, and a 
continualltranſgretlor of all the commaundements : why then 

_ if my linnes beſo infiaite, fo horrible and detellable,who could 
repayre them, who could fatishe for them,but he that hath paid 
the price with his bloud? 


But will you lee now the ſubtiltic of Sathan, to thoſe that bee-

| ginto lay holde on Chriſt by faith, to them he ſeemeth fearctul 
tting them in minde of the grieuouſneſle of their linnes, and 
of that which is a (mall fault, hee maketh a very Hell, and dry- 
ucth them as much as he can to deſpayre of Gods mercies, never 
cealing toaccule their conſciences, and all to make them to tlie 
from their anchor holde ; tothem on the other fide, thatheein 
ſnarech,to trult in their own works and merites,them he lulleth 
| alleepe in ſecuritie, they make linne no linne, they thinke to re- 
payreit,but in going to a Saints ſhryne,in ſetting vpa holy can- 
dle, orin torbearing to cate egges on Friday, 
Thereis nothing more contrary to the nature of fleſh & bloud 
then to be reprooued in thoſe thinges, wherein they think them 
| {clues to delerue greatelt prayle,to lay they be finners, varighte- 
| ous, wicked, the children of wrath, when they thinke they haue 
| made themſelues righte..us and holy by their good workes, by 
\ | going on pylgrymage, by praying to Saints. 

The wiſedume and righteoutnelle of the fleſh is growne 1g 
proud and (tarely, that they cannot indure to heare of the righ> 
| tcouſneile of grace and faith : but that righteouſneile, which 
 knowethnot the righteoulnetle of Chrilt, is double linne : and 
| therefore theſe holy linnes that are committed,bearing the ſhew 

of righteoulnelle, are farre more daungerous then thoſe fleſhly 
{innes indeede, that all the world doth acknowledge to be mon- 
ſtrous, and the more wile,righteous and holy,menn are without 
Chriſt,ſo much the more hurt they doe to the golpell, 

It wee ſhoulde compare blaſphemers, publicans and harlots, 
ro thoſe holy hypocrites, we hould tinde them the more likely 
to obteyne grace, for they when they offende haue remorle of 
conſcienceand doe nct wtifie their wicked dovinges , but the 0- 
ther dare afhirme their idvlatries, their wicked worthippinges, & 
thcir other abhonunations, to bee the workes of righteoulnelle 
acceptable vnto Ged, and thinges auailcable to faluation. 

So long therefore,as the vpinion of righteoutneile abidech in 
men, ſo long there is alſo abiding incomprehenlible pride, pre- 
ſumption,ſccuritie,contempt of the grace and mercy that is pro 
miſed in Chrilt. | 

Thedoqtrine of the goſpell taketh from men, all glory, wilc- 
dome,rightevuſnetle, and giueth them to God alone,to whome 
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they belong, the goſpell is a doctrine, concerning Chriſt, which 
isneyther law nor worke, but our rightcoulnes, fanRitication & 
redemption, That he might be made an eblation fer the ſnes of the 
whole world, that our ſirnes might be forgimen fer his ſake , and not for 
the workes of the law, nor our owne reght eonuſneſſe : we acknowledge 
aid contetle that there 1s nothing in vs that isable to deſerue 
grace and the torgiueaetle of linnes :butthat wee obteyne itby 
the free mercy of God, onely tor Chriſfes take, whereby we doe 
not {ceke to (cet torth mans worthinetlc,but Gods mercy offered 
vntovsin Chrilt, 

For Chiilt and the Law cannot agree together in the conlci- 
ence, the one mult giue place: and he that cannot beelecue that 
God will turgiue him his linnes,for Chrittesfake,how can he be 
lecuc that hiz linnes ſhall be forgiuen,tortlie workes of the law, 
which no man yet was euerableto pertorme. 

T hey that doc minglethe law, and the golpell together, doe 
peruett both, tor either Chriſtmult remayne andthe lawe giue 
place,orthe law muſt remayne, and Chriſt mult giue place. 

Fur he that will needes couple the law with the goſpel], doth 
notonely blemith and darken the knowledge of grace, which 
Paulo oten ſpeaketh of, but ailo he taketh away Chrilt with al 
his benefites. | ; 

Thelaw indeed was giuen to vtter finne, death and Camnati- 
on, whereby to driue vs to Chrilt. The Law «5 our ſchoolmaſter to 
brig vs to Chriſt laich the epoſile Gala. 3, and our Sauiour him- 
leit2 in the lixt of [hn : Do not thinks that I will accuſe you to my fa- 
ther, theres another that accuſeth you , exen loſes mmwhome you 
IrMHiT . x 
i place of Scriptureconteyning ſome threatening of the 
law, beateth downe all confolations belides, and lo (haketh all 
curinward powers,thatit maketh vs co totgetiullification,grace 
thc golpe}l and Chriſt himlelte, 

Thelaw no doubt is holy,righteous and good,& conlequent- 
Ily,the workes of the law arc holy righteous and good, yet not-- - 
withflandinga man is uot therby iultitied betore God,but made 
the rather ſubiect to the curle, 

Andalthough there be nothing more necellary then the lawe 
and cheworkes thereof, yet by the lame a man may be. brought 

to 
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to the deniall of Chrif, for of the lawe many times commeth a 
truſt and athance in workes, and wh: rethat is, therecan bee 110 
athance in Chriſt : the righteouſnetle of the lawe is to fulfil] the 
law according to this laying of the Apeſte, He that ſhall doe theſe 
thinges (pallline in them, but the righteoutnetle of fayth is to bee- 
lecue according to this laying : Therighteous mane dooth lyueby 
fayth. 

You the Papiſtes that doe ſo much indeuour to eſtabliſh the 

| rightcouſnefleof workes, doe thereby tread downe the righte- 
ouſnetleof Chriſt,tor although itbe true,that workes mult fol- 
lowe faith , yetin the worke of our faluation, there mult bee no 
medly, we mult relyc in the one or in the other:now faith work- 
eth not but belecueth in Chri,who is our propytion, and remul- 
lion of linnes, but the effect of the law is not tomake righteous 
and to giue life, but to ſhewe forth linne,and to deltroy, and al- 
though che lawe ſayeth , Hee that ſhall doe theſe thinges (pall line m 
them, yet I would butſce a Papilt, that could poynt me out but 
one man,that had {o performed the workes of the law,to merite 
eternall life by his owne deſeruings:who ſo euer ſeeketh to make 
himſelfe holy by the lawe, what anne he imagine, but that God 
beeing angry, mult needes be pacified with good works,& what 
workes can he now performe wherin he findeth not ſome imper- 

fetions, his faſting, his praying, his worſhipping, his ſacrificing | 
he thinketh (till that he hath omitted ſumewhat,or that he ha h 

not done them as hee ought, they cannot therefore quiet his | 
conſcience. 

If our rewa”d ſhould be according to our workes,there ſhould 
no man be ſaued, when our belt deedes (compared to the law ) 
are damnablelinnes,neither by itis any fleſh iuſtihedas itappea 
rethin the 3.tothe Roms. for thefulfilling of the law, is onely ro 
belecu2 in Chriſt : neytheris it written in the goſpell , hee that 
worketh, but he that beleeueth ſhall be ſaucd, and therfore they 
that doe ſeeke heauen by works, areſuch as doe not vnderſtaud 
the treaſures that are layd vp for them in Chriſt. 

Thereis no man loteolithtocondemneg 50d workes(as the 
Papiſt molt launderouſly reporteth ) but wee condemneco::ti- 
dence in good workes,that ſhculd eytheriuſtifte or mae riph.te 
ous whereby the precious bloud of Chriſt ſhould be made aito- 
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gethervnproficable , for thoſe that doe (:eke their iuſtification 
by Lawe, or workes, whatisitelſe bur a flatdeniall of Chrilt. 

But herecommeth reaſon now to debate the matter,who hea 
ring of in{tiftication by tayth, beginneth tu {torme: what ſayth it 
are ail my guod workes then nothing worth?haue Itaſted, haue 
Iprayed,kaucl bin charicablein beltowing my money to build 
chappelsto builde chanteryes , to giue perpetuities tu malling 
pricites, to buy Coopes, veltmeats, Crolles,and chalyces , & 
are all thele nothing worth, haue I laboured in vaine? 

In any caſe theretore when wee come to debate of theſe mat- 
ters away with realon, which is an vtter encmicto fayth, and lea- 
neth notto the righteoulnetle of tayth,but to it owne righteouſ- 
netle, or at the lealt to the righteouſnetle of the lawe:now wher 
Law and rcaſonare once linkt together,therefayth looſeth her 
virginitie : fer mans reaſon taketh more pleaſure in meaſuring 
of God, by her owne imagination, then by his worde, and doth 
choſe with better will and greater zeale , that ſhee her ſelfe hath 
choſen, then thoſe that God hath commaunded, 

And therefore it with the papiſt,we ſhould goe about to mea- 
ſure the thinges appertaining to fayth and faluation,but accor- 
ding to the rule of reaſon, wee ſhuuld finde both great abſurditie 
and any impoſhbilities: for who can belecuethe articles of the 
Chriſtian fayth, that Chriſt the ſonne of God was conceiued, and 
borne in the wombe of the virgine Mary, that he was borne and 
ſuffered, the molt reprochtull death of the Crofle:that the dead 
ſhall riſe at thelaſt day ? and howeabfurde and fooliſh doothit 
{ceme to reaſon, that in the Lordes Supper, the body & bloude 
ot.Chriſt, (hould ſpiritually be ottered vnto vs, or that the Sa- 
crament of baptiſme ſhould be the receiving of the holy Ghoſt: 
orif we had no better ſpeculation then to lookewith the eyes of 
reaſon how could we ſee or belecue the bletled trinitie ? but how 
fooliſh and impoſlible did it ſeemein the iudgement of reaſon, 
when Godſaydevnto Abraham that he ſhould haue a lon of the 
withered and barren body of his wife Sara?we may thertore con- 
clude and that vndoubtedly, that in the ſearching out of thinges 
that are diuine, there is nothing more vnreaſonable, then that 
which we call naturall reaſon:The wiſedome of the fleſh(laith Saint 
Paule ) is emmitie with God : Andtherefore when God [| pa 

reaſon 
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reaſon iudgeth his words to behereſie, 

T he papift doth attribute the merit of grace, and the remiſli- 
of linnes, tothe worke wrought, for they ſay thata good worke 
before grace is auaileable to obteyne grace of congruence, bee- 
cauſe itis meeteand conuenient that GOD ſhoulde rewarde 

-- ſuch a worke, but when grace by this meanes is onceobteyned, | 
' then the good workes following doe deſeruecuerlaſting life asa 
due debt, 

For the firſt worke before grace God is nodebter, but beecauſe 
heis iuſt and good, it therefore behoueth him to approue ſuch a 
| worke, and to giuegracefor ſuch apiece of feruice ; but when 
grace isobtayned, Godis become adebtor, and isconltreyned 
of right and dutie to giue eternal life : for now it is aworke don | 
in grace andtherefore it maketh gratious. 

Now if a man,of his own abilitie may performe aworke which 
isnot onely acceptable in Gods light, butis allo able to deſerue 
grace of congruence, & get of _—= and duty eternall life, what 
neede is there then of the grace of God, of the torgiuenes of lins 
| orof my himſelfc ? he might well haue ſpared his bloude and 

bitter paſſion : we are able to craue for our (clues, and to worke 
our owne ſaluation by our owne deſervinges. 

But if the Pope, withall his religious rable were not both blind 
and malicious, they could notchooſe but (ee, and would not let 
toconfelle it to bee a moſt horrible blaſphemy , to thinkethat 

there is any worke whereby to pacifie God, when wee ſee there is \ 
1 | pacifie God, whe t 

nothing that could appeaſe him,but thatineſtimableprice,cuen 
the death of his Sonne : away then with theſe Popiſh fatisfaQi- 
ons of workes, of merits, of vawes, of ceremonies, both before 
grace & after grace, throw them altogether with their firſt foun- 
ders,into the bottomeles pit of hell. | 

Whatſoener 1s not of faiths ſinne , (ayeth the Apoſtle Rom. 14. 
and therefore he that would deſerue grace by workes going bee- 
fore faith, gocth about to pleaſe Ged with linnes by heaping one 
vppon an other, and therefore thoucanlt not deſerue grace by 
thy workes. 

The Pelagians doe grant aſmuch of grace as the papiſtes do, 
for they ſay that menne may hauea good purpole, arid a loue 
of grace, of their owne _— ſtrength, tor ( ſay they ) God 

hath

hath giuen good Lawes .: and a manne may keepe them of his 
owne naturall treagth, or elſe thecommandements were giuen 
in vayne. | 
And may not infidelles and miſbeleeuers attayne to this me- 
riteof congruence? forthe Papittes doegrant that it commeth 
of naturall ittreagth, and yet ic ſhoul4 not fullow of congruence 
tha: they (hall receiue grace, nor yet attayne to the remiſſion 
of linnes, for howe ſhould a man without a {peciall grace abhor | 
his linnes: for if men may doeg od before grace, then we may 
gather grapes of thornes,and hgges of thiltles : we ſee now, that 
the firſt parte of Ciriſtianitie doothconlilt in the knowledge of | 
_ ourſelues, and of our owne vnworthineſle. 
__ Theſecondepart ( if thou wilt be faued )thou mult not ſeeke 
thy ſaluation in thy workes,but in Chriſt that was crucified and 
dyed furthce, for God hath reucaled vnto vs, that hee will bee 
vnto vs, 2 mercifull father, and without ourdelertes ( ſeein 
wee areable todeſcrue nothing) will freely giue vnto vs remi 
ſion of linnes, righteouſheſle and life euerlaſting,for his fonne 
Chriltes ſake. 
This is our beliefe touching Chriſtian righteoulnefle,againſt 
theſe horrible and monſtrous blafphemics of papiſtes, concer- 
ning their merite of congraence,and worthines of works. 
Criſtian rightcoufnetTeis Chriſt apprehended by faith, and 
dwelling in the hcarte, but togiue atrue rule of Chriſtianitic : 
firſt wee areto conlider that a man mult be taught by the Lawe 
to know himſelfe, and to vnderſtande that a/lhaxe ſimed, and 
hame need of the glory of God, Rom. 3 and that There is not one righte 
 0H5,n0 not one : Þlal. 14. when a man is thus humbled by the lawe, 
and brought to the knowledge of himſelfe, then followeth true 
re -entance, and heere hee beeginneth to ligh and to ſeeke out 
for ſuccour , and veterly diſpayring of his owne ſtrength, hee 
findech this comfortable conſolation: Sowne, thy ſnnes are for- 
ginenthee:beleene in Teſus C hr:ſt who hath taken thy ſinxes vppon him, 


whoſe 5tripes hane made thee whole. 
This is the beginning of health and faluation, bytheſe means 


we aredeliuered from linne, juſtified and made the inheritors of 
life euerlaſting, not for our owne workes and deſerts,but for our 
fayth whereby we lay hold vppen Chriſt, 
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| When we haue thus aide hold vpon Chriſt by faith, through 
whom we are made righteous, nowe followe good workes;zand 
that is, toloue Godaboue all thinges, callypon him, giue thanks 
vnto hum, prayſe his huly name, contelle his goodnelle & mer- 
cietowardesthee, beginne nowe to loue thy neighbour as thy 
ſelfe, doe vnto him as thou wouldelt bee donevnto, hel pethe 
needy, comfort the afflited,giue almes tothe poore. 
| T hele be good workes indeed, for this hearing of malles,this 
worſhipping and offering to Iduls, this going on pylgrymage, 
to the holy Crolle, to Saint Patrickes Purgatory, this giuing to 
| laſciuious prieltes : leaue this tothe Papiltes, the generation of 
Amtichriſt, andthe relt of that holy rable of the Popes YVermine, 
that dares take thole priuiledges to themſelues, that doe pro- 
perly belong vnto Chrill alone, he onely forgiueth linnes , hee 
onely giueth righteauſnelle and everlaſting lite. 

Good workes ate outwarde lignes of true faith, which donot 
| iſti fe of them(clues, but are as teltimonialles to the worker, 
that he is already iultified, ſo that workes are but the fruites of 
fayth : good workes are all thinges that are dene within the li- 
mites of the lawes of Gog,zia which God is honored,and for which 
thankesaregiuen to God. | 
T hat faith that bringeth forth good workes dothiuſtifie, but 
the works doe notiultihe,and this juſtifying tayth is the tree gift 
of God without our deleruinges, for by this faith giuen vs thus by 
race, weattayne the benefite of Chriltes death, which onely iu- 
Aikerh vs, ſothat good workes arcthe fruites of a good faith, 
Faſting is a good worke, but howe ?not to abſteyne, from 
the cating of fleſhe, and to pamper the panch with all ſortes of 
fiſh, till it be ready to (urteit, not to refraine from the eating of 
an egge, andto make no conſcience at the killing of a man:not 
to make difference of dayes, and to forbeare trom butter,cheeſe 
and milke,but neuer to ablteyne(neyther falting day nor other) 
to liue in drunkennelle in whordome;and in all manner of loath 
ſome linne and wickednes: not tofaſt in the honor of a Sayne, 
and to liue with bread and water one day, & the next day toglut 
our ſelues, and toryotand reuell it outwith all excelle, 
And what are thele prayersthat are deliwered in a ſtrange 
F z tohgue 
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| A Bulwarke | 
$ongue, that are tallied vpon a payre of Beades, that are prefen. 
ſented to Saintes, Images and Idolcs, but the works of darknes, 
of linne and of damnation? 

All fuch religion where God is warſhipped without his word, 
and commaundement, is idolatry, and the more holy it ſeemeth 
in outward ſhowe, ſo much the more dangerous: this abſtinency 
of the Papiltes in forbearing of fleſh, and cating of fiſhe, their 
praying vpon beades, their worſhipping of Saints, their yowes, 
their —_ arcall Idolatry. 

We doe not reieR faſting, and other guod exerciſes as things 
vnnecellary, but we fay that by theſe exerciſes, wee doe not ob- 
etayne remilhion of Sinnes : and heerevpon, the papiltes both ig- 
norantly doe 1ndge , and ſlagderouſly doe xgeporte , that wee 
fpeake againſt good workes. 

Whether thou eate or nat eateythou art neyther better nor worſe ſaith 
the Apoſtle, now if any man would ſay, if thou cate, thoulinneſt 
or if thou abſtaine, thou art righteous, hee ſhould but ſhewe his 
ignorance: it is a ſmall matter tocate or not to cate, but when a 
man doth belecue, thatin abſtaining, hee meriteth heauen, or is 
thereby the more holy, heere God is denied, and Chriſt isre- 
ieRed, and the bleſſinges of God thereby abuſed, and to thinke 
that life or ſaluation, or death, and damnation,dependeth in the 
obſcruation heereof, 1s a deuilliſh ſuperſtition, and full of blaſ- 

hemy. 
E It is truth the papiſtes doe faft, they pray, they watch,they do 
lay crolles on them ſelues, but by chis they thinke to appeaſe 
the wrath of God, to deſerue grace, to worke their righteouſnes, 
to make themſclues holy : by this, they take from God his Ma- 
ieftie, his diuinity , his mercy : And doe attribute the worke of 
their faluation, to their owne merites anddeſeruings. 

Our Sauiour inthe 6.0f Mathew, reproued theſe workes that 
are not performed by faith: but what workes bee thoſe that hee 
there rebuketh?cuen ſuch as are commaunded by the (criptures, 
and ſuch as euery true Chriſtian muſt put ia practiſe, namely fa» 
ſting, praying, & deedes of almes: for the Scri _ themſelues 
being once corrupted with gloſſes(as our papiltes do accuſtome 
and as they haue made manifeſt in their Remiſo Teſtament ) is no

? Scriptures, being once peruerted, and alienated fron their true W,) 
vices are neyther to be accotited for good workes or godly deeds: Da 
now what are become of theſe merits of congruence,betore faith 0 


| when faſting, praying,and almes giuing are reprooued, Chriſte 
| heere deſtroyeth nor falting , praying, and almes deedes, but 
hee preacheth againſt the purpoſe and intent ,howe they were 
ruerted, by the Scribes and Phariſees, ſo we that do ſeeke our 
| E luation in Chriit onely, doenotleeke to deſtroy the deeds of 
good workes ( asthe papiltes vntruely doe report ) but wee fa 
that thoſethat doe ſeekethciriultification in them ( as the capill 
doth teach ) are molt iniurious to the bloud of Chriſt, 

Turkes and ITewes doe giue almes asplentifully as any Chri- 
ſtians doe,yetit is abhominable,for lacke of taith and knowledg 
| of the true intent. | 
In the offeringes that were made by Abe!land Caine, wee fee 
that though the workes thatare performed by vngodly perſons, 
doe make as glorious a (how, as the deedes of thegodly, yet in 
| the ſight of God which looketh on the heart, the deede is good 
| becauſe of the man, and not che man becauſe of the deede. 

T he wrath of God cenſumeth theſe holy and faithles workes, 
as it did Nadab and Abihs : And here if we did but turne our cies 
vnto the Phariſees, which before thecomming of Chrilt in his ' 
fleſh, had layed the foundatis of freewill,wheron they built their ; 
holy workes : ſee what followed, vpon feruency and zeale, they 
chrult themſelues out of the holy reſt of forgiuenes of linnes,by 
faith in the bloud of Chrilt, 

Mee thinkes the Phariſces and our papiſtes doe drawe toge- 
cherin oneline, for the Phariſees perſecuted Chriſt, becauſe hee 
reprooued their holy workes, vas our papiltes are as angry to- 
wardsvs, becauſe we renounce their ſuperſtitious merites, and 
ſecke our iuſtificationin the bloodeof Chriſt. 

e Abraham beleened God and it was imputed to hins for righteouſnes 
then Abraham obtained not this righteouſnetle betore God 
through the workes of thelawe, for atthattime there was no law 
nor in foure hundred and odd yeares after, then if chere were no 

law, there could be neither worke nor merit, what then, but the 
bare promiſe, which Abraham belecued, and it was accounted to. 
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Abell and Caine, They offered their oblations ynto the Lord but the 
Lord hadreſpett to the offering of Abell: you lee now layth the pa« 
pilt,that God hath re{peR to ofterings, and therefore works do 
zultifie: but what blindnes is this that will not (utter them to ce, 
that God had firſt reſpeto the perſon of Abell, which pleaſed 
the Lord, becauſe of hus faith, their workes were both one, they 
both offered oblations : what was then the difference ? Abe# was 
faithfull, and Cazze an hypocrite, preſuming on his owne merit, 
as our Papiſtes doe. 

It is truth, faith and good workes are neere neighbours, for 
they (till dwell togetherin a righteous man , but as touchinge 
their office, there is a great ſeparation, for the lawe can haue no 
dominion but ouer the fleſhe, and faith alone mult dwell in the 
conſcience, and ſending Aeſes away with his lawe, there ſhee 
planteth Chrif with his righteoulnes: for the beleeuing conſci- 
ence mult know of no law. 

He that hath once receiued Chriſt by faith,and knoweth that 
| hee ishis righteouſnes and life, doubtles he will not be idle, but 
as agood trec he will bring foorth good fruite, for the belecuing 
man, hath the holy Ghoſt, and where the holy Gheft dwelleth it 
will not ſuffer a man to be idle, but ſtirreth him vptoall exerciſes 
of piety and godlines,and of truereligion,to the loue of God,to 
che patient (utfering of atflictions, to prayer,to thankeſgiuing, & 
eo the exerciſe of charity towardsall men: butthele good works 
and this charity following faith, doe neither forme nor adorne 
my faith, but my faith both tormeth and adorneth them, 

Faith and workes therefore mult be (o taught, as the one bee 
not confounded by the other, for he that teacheth works onely, 
as the papiltes are accuſtomed, then taith is loſt,if faith onely be 
taught, then carnall menby and by begin ta dreame;that workes 
are not needetul], 

Faith is the belecuing of Gods promiſes, andaſure truſt and 
confidence of goodnes and truth, and true faith is impollible to 
be had without the ſpirit of God, forit is aboue all natural] pow- 
er, that a man in the time of attiition,when God ſcourgeth him 
ſhould then belceue, that God then loueth and prepareth for his 

ood. FP 
, Faith giueth glory onely vnto God, which is the greateſt (er-

And to conclude, there is neyther Maieſtic, nor dwuinity remal= 
ning vnto God, wherefaith is wanting.

faith is the foundativn of our ſaluatis, butit iuſtiteth not except 
| it bee furniſhed with charity and good works : but faith of it ſelte 
| is Gods gitt, and Gods worke in our heartes, which therefore 
| juſtifeth becauſe it apprehendeth Chriſt. 

Mans reaſon can not comprehend this, but thinketh of cha- 
rity and of workes,what I haue done, and what I haue not done, 
but faith hath no other obiect then Jeſas Chrif,the Son of God 

| dcliuered to death for the linnes of the whole world, faith loo. 
 keth neytherto charitie, nor to workes : itſaith not what haue I 
done, or what haue I deſcrued, but what hath Chr; done, what 
hath hee deſerued : the goſpell then truely anſwereth , that hee 
| hath delivered me from eternall death and damnation, & there- 
| fore atrue and a ftedfaſt faith muſt lay hold vppon nothing elſe 
but vpon Chrilt alone. | 

When I can feele and confeſle my ſelfeto be a (inner through 
Adams tranſgreflion, without my deferuings, why ſhouldeI not 
thinke my ſeife to bee gzade righteous againe, through the righ- 
teoulneile of Chriſt, without my deſeruinges? 

And therefore he that apprehendeth Chriſt truely by faith, 
although he be neuer ſo much preſſed downe with the waight of 
his ſinnes, may yettake comfort, and accoinit himſelte to berigh- 
teous, by that onely meanes, that he poſſefſeth Chriſt by faith uf 
this faith faile, and that it mult giue place to workes or charity, 
orto another helpe beſides, thenit is but a fable that Chriſt is 
the Sauiour of the world, and God alſo founde to bee but a lier, 
that hath not performed, what he hath ſo confidetly promiled. 

L--t vs now acknowledge the lawe to be as it is, diuine and ho- 
ly, and let vs learne of it, both how wee ought to lJoue God,and 
to demcaneour ſelues towardes our neighbour, & to aske coun- 
failehow wee ſhould be deliuered from tinne,the power of the 
Peuill, and cternall damnation: Letvshaue-nothing todo with 
the lawe, which in that poynt doth rather terrific, then miniſter 
comfort, heere let vs flie to the goſpell which teacheth vs, that 
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Tefies Chriſt the ſonne of God hath payde rhe ranſome, with his 
precious bloud and redeemed vs tromour linnes, and here faith 
alone willeth vs to receiue this, and to belecuc it : and therefore 
when the laweacculeth and linne terrifieth, let vs looke v ppon 
Chriſt, laying holde un him by fayth, wee haue then preſent 
with vsthe conquerour of the lawe, {inne, death and the deuill 
humſelte. | 
\Vhoſoeuer will diligently conſider of the whole argument of 
that booke called the Attefof the Apoitles, (hall finde that it tea- 
cheth nothing elſe, but that the holy Ghoſt is not given by the 
Lawe, but by the hearing of the goſpell : for when Peter prea- 
ched,the holy Gboſt forthwith fell vyppon all that heard him : & 
in one day threethouſand that were preſent at the preaching of 
Peter, belecued and recciued the holy Ghoſt: Corxelins receiued 
the holy Ghoſt, but not by his almes giving, but Peter prea- 
ching the goſpell of Chrift the holy Ghoſt tell vppon him, 
and of all the reſt that were preſent with him , ſo that the whole 
ſumme and argument of that Booke is, that wee are iuſtifi- 
cd by fayth onely in Chriſt, without our workes, and that the 
holy Ghe#t is giuen , by the onely hearing of fayth at the prea- 
_y of the goſpell, and not at the preaching orworke of the 
we 


Well fayth the papiſt, if the holy Ghoſt may be obt2yned, bur 
by hearing of fayth and the goſpell preached, and that there is 
nothing elſe required of vs : alas this is but an calie matter ſoone 

formed, but the giuing of the holy Gheff, the forgiuenetle of 
ay the deliucrancefrom death, are mattersof greater mo- 
ment then to be ſo calilyattayned vnto : And therefore if thou 
wilt obteynethele ineſtimable benefits,there belongs more to it, 
then cyther hearing or belecuing, 

Thus argueth the papiſt, and this ſcemcth conformable toa 
mans owne reaſon,and this opinion is well liked, and the Pope, 
and the deuill himſclfe will approueit. 

Thus theineſtimablegreataclle of the gift, is the cauſe that 
weecannot belceucit, and becauſe this incomparable treaſure 
is freely offered, therefore wee deſpiſeit : butlette Chriſtians 
learne, that the forgiornchs of linnes,Chrilt and the holy Gho## 
arc freely giuen vs by heating of faith,and the golpell po__ 
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And that wee muſt notſo much thinke of the greatnes ofthe 
thing that is giuen, nor of our ynworthines that are to recetue it, 
as of the greatnes & gratioulnes of the giuer:we mult thinke that 
it pleaſeth God freely togiue vnto vs,that vnſpeakeable gittas 
Criſt hath ſayd Lrke 12. Feare not R——_— for it is your fathers 
pleaſure to gine unto y0u akingdome: Lettoolith reaſon now be of- 
tended,let the papilt ncuer {pare to rage and raile againſt ys, [ct T 
chem ſay we teach men to doenothung atall tor the vbtaininge | 
of ſo ineſtimable agitt but to heare the goſpel preached,letchem 
cherforeretraine themſeluestro going to church,thatthey mighe 
not partake with vs of this heauenly treaſure but for thoſcthat 
will exercyſe themſelues in righteaulnes indeede, Jet them firlt 
exerciſe themlelues in the hearing of the goſpell & hauinge once 
receiued that, let them giue thanks vnto God: and afterwardes, 
let them exerciſe themlciues in thoſe good workes whiche are 
t commaunded in the lawe, ſo that the lawe and workes, may ftol- 
lowe the hearing of fayth : but to ſceke any iultification by the 
lawe or by workes we leaue the one tothe /ewer,the other to pa- 
iſtes : the papilt teacheth that no man can have any certayne 
Loceledyrotcher hee becthechild of God or no, but he that 
doubeeth of Gods good will rowardes him, that man cannot be- 
leeue that he hath torgiuenes of linnes, but imagineth the tenth 
article of the Chriſtian fayth, and maketh doubt ct his own ſal- 
uation, the papilt indeede, hath not this tecling,forie belongerh 
to none but to him that hath the _ of God : Knowe ye nat your 
ſelnes, that Chriſt is «w you except ye be reprobate perſons, layth Saint 
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Paule 2. Corin, 13. Andin the lixttothe Row. Hee that hath not 
the ſpirut of God 15 none of his, 

Now the (pirit of Gedis the onely marke that is giuen to thoſe 
that are cle, now the Papilt that ath not this feeling, if Saint 
Panles woordes beetrue, is areprobate , forhe hath nut the 
marke. 

It any man feele in himſelfe a loue towardes the word of God 
and willingly heareth, talketh, and thinketh of Chriſt, lette that 
man know thatitis not the worke of mans wil or reaſon,but the 


gift of the holy Ghoſt. 
So agayne where the loue of the word and golpel,is comtem- 


ned diſpiſed, and vtterly {erat naught, as we (ee ar this day ( bue 
| | G elpect. 
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eſpecially heerein 7reland) let them allure themſelues that it is 
the workeofthe deuill, that ſo bliadeth their eyes and harden- 
eth their hearts, 

Thea what are the Papiſtes but the deſtroyers of the kyng- 
dome of Chrilt, and the builders vppe of the kingdome of the 
Deuill : And as witch-craft couenanteth with the Deuill, (> I- 
dolatry couenanteth with God : for thus many prayers , for 

_ thus many PaternoHters, for thus many creedes, for thus many 
Aues, forthus many dayes of falting, for thus many males, tor 
thele and many other matters the workes of the fleſh,ſuperltiri- 
ous tollies, and flat Idolatryes. | 

The Papittes doe imagine of G OD, to bee but a mar- 

chant toſeil them his heavenly graces, for their (tinking me- 
Tits. 

Itthe doctrine of the Papiſtes be true, God nowereceiueth no 
more to his mercie, but he receiucth vs to penance,which com. 
monly they linke together with: holy workes, but what holy 
workes? ſuch as feede them fat, and pampersthem-in idlenelle, 
and yet they would (eemetofayne that idoll their Pope to be (o 
mercitull that tor alittle money,there is neyther penance, nor 
payne of purgatory,nor faſting, nor ablteyning trom any filthy 
ſin, eyther of whordome;treaſon,or murther, but he forgiueth 
all, and ſendeth them to heauen andthat witha trice : And as 
they deale with God himſelfe, ſothey deale with the Saintes, 
whom they woulde make as malicious and vengible, as the ?9- 
ets fayne their furies that tormentes the ſoules in Hell, iftheir 
eues be not faſted, their Images vilitedand worſhipped with a 
Candle, or ſome other offcringes, which mult bee pertourmed 
in thoſe places, that they themfelues haue choſen to heare peti- 
tioners, andtoreceiue their ſupplications : fo that there is no 
mercy remaining in God, nor in his Saints, but all reſteth in the 

Pope alone. | 

And the Pope is not onely more mercifull then G-d, but if 
a manne may beelecucour papiltes,heeis more powerfull then 
God: for God(laythey )ifa manne committe a linne, vppon 
due repentance, hee forgiueth theoffence onely, but not the 
payne that is due to the otftence, ſauing that hee turneth an 
cuerlaſtiag payne, but to atemporall payne, and p_—_ 
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ſeuen yeares plungirg in purgatoric for every deadly ſinne, 
but the Pope abſolucth all,both apera & Culpa,alwellirom 
the payne that is due to the faulte , as from the faulte it 
{clfe, 

And whereas Ged forgiueth no linne but ypon due repentance 
the Pope neuer loukes after that , muney is the matter that hee 
ſtandes vppon,he that hath money ſhal haue a plenary remilli- 
on for as many horrible linnes as any manis abletocommit,let 
him chooſe whether he will repent or no, he ſhall be forgiuen, & 
for a neede if a man be diſpoſed tocommitte a horrible murther 
the Pope will giue him abſolution before hand. 

T he whole doctrine of the Pope tendeth to couetoulſnelle to 
robbe the {imple and ignorant peoplezlooke into their purgato- 
ry,thatonely (erueth but to purge mens purſes, and ha 
ſerueth pardons but for the{ame purpoſe, their ofteringes to 
Sayntes but to fill their bellics, their trearales and all other traſh, 
whatare they but mecre coſenages and Hat robberies? 


The infinite number of Popilh prieſtes that bein 1re/andCoth 


make a great commoditic amonglt the lilly people,of this only 
conceit, that for alittle money beſtowed vppon them, they will 
not onely vndertake to doe good workesfor them, but will alſo 
vndertake to ſtand betweene Gd and them,and to take all their 
linnes vppon themſelues. 

Thus powerfullis the Pope if our papilts fay true;that he can 
forgiue more then any can oftend,but as tor Goazthey make him 
but an hy te,toforgiuevs the fault, but not the payne that 
is due to 4 hr, but Paw (ayes hegauec himſelte for out linnes, 
if he gaue himſelte to death for our linnes, without doubt hee is 
no tyrant, as the papiſtes woulde make hum : heethatwill giue 
himſelfe to death for vs, will neyther condemne vgnortake plca 
ſure inourtorment, 1.2 

What vnkindnetle in our papiltes thatwithout any authori- 
tic of (cripture, wi.l yerſecke to Apople Godot his honor, ima- 
gining that he hath notdeliucred vs afwell from the paine asfr6 
the lin : and what blaſphemy to thinke that Chriſts bloud , was 
not ſuftcient, togiuefull remiſhon to his taythtfull, aſwell for 
the one as for the other: or for what intent ſhould the payne be 


reſcrued to ſatisfic towardes God,whenall the paynes of Hellare 
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not able te purge onelinne or to fatishe forit, which if it were, 
in cuntinuance of time, the damned ſoules ſhould be deliuered 
fram Hell, 
Forvurbetter yndecſtanding let vs heereconlider the linnes 
which we doe commit, if they ſhould be meaſured by our ſelues 
that doe commit them, they cauld be but finite: for of mean that 
arcofthemſelues but fiaite, how ſhould come that which is infi- 
nite2but tranſgreſſton is increaledaccording to the proportion of 
him againſt whom itis committed : the lines which we coinm:t 
then, areagainl(t theinfinite MwelticotGod,in regard of whom 
our linnes are tcuely infinite: toan infinite otfeace, then duth 
belong an infinite puniſhment, which could neuer be borne nor 
remitted, but ofthat which was likewiſe infinite : Gad by his in- 
finite grace hath giuea vs his ſonne infinite az himlelte to beare 
ie: our Sauiour by his infinite power, hath borne and ſwallowel 
vpourinfinice paine, and that further by his infiite obedience 
purchaſed for vs Gods infinite grace: hee doth thea forgiue vs 
thatdebt which another hath payd him, hee doth furthermore 
forgiue vs that puniſhment, which another hath borne for vs: 
thus asin the ſinnes which wee committ, Gad had regard vato 
himſelfe again whom it was committed, ſoin the ſatisfaRtion 
for thelinae, he had the like reſpe&t to that which was dune, by 
vur Lord aad Sauiour Ieſus Chriſt, and thus againſt aa iahnite 
puniſhment hee hath oppoſedan infinite grace : the puniſhment 
was infinite in reſpe&t of God, grace was infinite for his fake 
that ſuffered, who was likewiſe G2d and man, but if Chriit hath 
redeemed vsfrom the linneaud not from the paine, as the pa- 
iſt would perſwade, then _- ſhould loole his grace, and we 
{houſd ſtill remainein the [tate of damaation, 

Me thinkes our papilts ſhould now be alhamed of their Pope 
that dates thus preſume to eclips the glory of Gods mercy, and 
the worthines of Chriſtes ſatisfaction : but alas what ſhoualde I 
ſpeakeof ſhame vnto them that haue forgottento, bluſh ? Chrif 
bath choſen v5 before the beginming of the world, that we might bee holy 
end withoxt ſpot in his fight. Ephe. 1. 

If through his choling and cleftion we be without ſpot in his 
fight, what buzzardly blindnes to ſuppaſe,that hee will yet hauc 


vsto be tormented in Purgatory, as theſe popelings do 6 
ut 
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Or Defence 24 
But it will be ſayde, why who is ſo righteous but that hee may 
lay his Pater noſter of the which one part is Forgine ws owr treſpaſ< 
ſer, as wee forgine them that treſpaſſe againſt ve? And itis truth,there 
liveth no man vpon earth a linne ; notwithſtanding , all 
thoſe that were choſen in Chriſt before the foundation of the 
| world was layd, arewithout (pot of linne inthe light of God : {© $:; 
| that they are both linners and righteous ; if wee conſider our re» bg 
| bellious inembers, which as Saint Pa«{layth, are /olde onder ſinne Ws 
| Rom, 7. then wee ar? greiuous linners, but contrary, if wee be« 
lecue that by the mercitull fauvur of God, hee hath freely giuen 
vs his Chriſt, and with him all things, ſo that we bee deſticute of 
no gift, as Pax/ deth teltifke Rom.$.then are wee rightevus in 
his fight, and our conſcience at peace with God : and what haue 
we then to doe with Purgatory ? 

But leauing a number of te{timonies, that might be cited out 
of the holy (criptuies witnellung the promiles: let this ſuthce chat 
is auouched by the Prophet Dama, who in his 32 Plalme layth 
Bleſſed is he whoſe imquatie 15 forgiuen, And waking expolition of 
his owne wordes, hee proceedeth, Bleſſed is hee whoſe ſmnes are 
conered, | 

Nowe who cancouer his {innes from the ſight of God, who 
ſetteth the molt ſecret linners that are, in the hight of his counti- 
nance, that looketh into the very imginations of men, that are 
nothing elſe but euill continually ? or wherewith may a man fo 

- couer his linnes, but that they will breake out ? tor what can be 
4 hid from that peircing lightthat ſeeth in man, thathe dilcerneth 
notin himſelte, that did firſt knowe him before hee was created, 
and hath iuſtly calculated and calt vpall his linnes, all his abho- 
minations before they were euer ated or done? 

But wherewith ſhall wee feeke tocouer them, what with good 
workes,as Adam did with tigge leaues? itis hypocritic , and the 
holy hypucrit, & the proud Phariſee, ismore odiblcin the light 
ot God, then the Publican or harlor. 

How then (hall we couer our linnes, for couered they mult be, 
and we mult appearc holy and without ſpotin his light: how are 
they then to be coucred *they are then coucred from God, when 
they be cuuered by God, then are they cuuered from his wrath, 
when they be coucred by his mercy, and they ſhall bee —_— 
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by his mercy, when they bee couered by the precious bloode of 
vur Sauiour: lefus Chrilt, who is our propitiation & righteoulſ- 
nes : hec that ſeeketh any other couctture then this, ſeeketh but 
with Adam to hide himlelfe in the thicket of a buth, where the 
tuſtice of God will tinde him our. 

It felloweth in the next verle, Bleſſedis the man, to whome God 
imputeth not his ſinne,and in whoſe ſpirue there 15 no guite : but why is 
it not layd heere, bletled is he that hath uotlinned at all,or bleſ- 
ſed is he that hath not uftended or tranſgreiled the law? becauſe 
it is fayd elſe where that all men are ſinners, & the Apoltle layth 
If any man ſay he hath no ſinne , hes a tier, Cc. 

Or why is it not ſayd bletled is he that can ſo conforme him- 
ſelfe from a finner,to become no linner, that by his owne works 
and merites, can make himlclte holy. 

Becauſe the moſt righteous man linneth ſeuen times a day, yea 
that great Apoſtle Pax/himſcife was leit with a pricke in his 
fleſh wherewith to exerciſe him, the which when he prayed vnto 
God tohaue ittaken from him, he was anſwered : fy grace « 

ſufficient for thee. | 

He therefore can not bebleſled that ſtands of his owne righ= 
teoulſnes : but Bleſſed is he to whome God 1mputeth not hu ſinne , im 
whoſe ſpirit there 15 no gudle, 

But who is now this bletled one, or where is heeto bee found, 
for if there be none bleſled, but he that hath a pure and acleane 
ſpirit, where (hall we ſeeke him? 

Bur let vs compare the wordes as they ſtand, in the firlt tverſe 
it is layd, Bleſſed 15 he whoſe 1miquitie 15 forgiuen, Bleſſed us hee whoſe 
foumes are conered : it tolloweth inthe [econd verie, Bleſſed « he to 
whom the Lord imputeth not his ſinne, in whoſe ſpirit there ss no guile, 

W hy then to him whoſe iniquitie is forgiuen,to him the Lord 
imputeth not hus linne : And to him againe whole linne'it hath 
0m God to couer, that man is _ tobceof an vpright 

cart : ſo thatthe wordes are expounded the one by the other: 
thoſethen are not bletled that thinketo couer their l1nnes them- 
ſelues, but thoſe whole linnes are couered by the mercy of God: 
And who are thoſe whoſe linnes it pleafcth God ſo to couer ? e- 
uen thole that doe diſcouerthemlelues freely vato him; the mas 
#n whoſe heart there 1s found no guile, N 
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Not himthat doth make ſhowe to be honeſt, and yet is full of 
deceit, as our Aferit-mongers, and [uſtitiaries, that will ackaow- 

, ledge no linne, but due wultihe themſelues by their owne deſer- 
uinges : but bletled are thole that wil! confeile their linnes , and 
righteous by conſequence, are thofe whome God hath iuſtified 
in forgiuing their linnes, imputing vato them the righteouſnes, 

| of his ſonne: forſeeing we haue lolt our originail righteouſnes, 

we haue not in vsany righteuulnes greater, then to confetle our 
vnrighteouſnes , neither can wee recouer any other righteoul- 
nelle co helpe vs, thenthat the Father hath imputed vntovsin 

| his Sonne. 

I haue hetherto proſecuted the impiecties of popery, howe it 
ſecludeth Chrilt,8 burieth all the benefitts of his precious death 
and paſſion : I might yet ſpeake of many other abhominations 
chat are hatched vpin the Romith Chruch, as their adoring of 
Images, their publicke ſeruice in an vaknowne tongue, not vn- 
der(tood by the people, their ſacriticing of the ſonne of God to | 
his Father for the (iunes of the world, their adoring the eliments | 
of bread and wine, with diuine honourin (tead of Chriſt, their 
ſhrift, theirrelealing of ſoules out of Purgatory by prayers and 
pardons, their inioyniag of Prielts to lingle life, whereby they 
doeliue in whoredome, and in loathſomeand filthy vncleanes. 

Theſe, with many other ſuperſtitions, & errours in doctrine, 
might yet bee ſpoken of, the which for the preſent timeI omitt : 
now what account God will exaQ, for his name blaſphemed,his 
"yy P Sonnerefuſed, hisſacramentes prophaned, and his worde thus 
deſpiſed, is much tobe feared, in the meanetimeglet vs be- 

{zech the Father of glory,togue vs the ſpirit of wiſe- 

dome, knowledge and vnderltanding , and 
foto inlighten theeyes of vur minde, 
that wee may knowe his wayes, 
and bee led through faith vn- 
tothe knowledge of him 
that is all ve-
